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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1- 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. More specifically, it is unclear how the curved recess (28) of the switching 
segment (27) actually sets the two switching positions of the spreader. While the 
switching segment is disclosed as being connected to a control linkage (32), there is no 
adequate written description or sufficient details shown in the drawings as to how the 
switching segment operates in conjunction with the control linkage to actuate the 
holding elements. Further, while claim 1 sets forth that the switching segment "can be 
folded down into a horizontal position", as is shown in Figure 5b, the specification does 
not sufficiently describe how the folding occurs and the drawings fail to show any 
mechanism for allowing such folding. Also, in claim 3, it is unclear how "spacer 
elements (35)" function to connect the side guides in either their operating position or 
their transportation position. The specification broadly discloses and the drawings 
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broadly show "spacers 35", but their role in the securement or actuation of the side 
guides is confusing. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The phrase "connected inbetween", as recited in claim 3, line 3, is not clearly 
understood. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1 and 2, as understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by British Patent No. 2,216,492. 

British Patent No. 2,216,492 shows a spreader comprising twist-lock holding 
elements (7), a horizontally oriented control linkage (9,15), and switching segments (8) 
each having a circular or "curved" opening or "recess" (1 1 ). The switching segments (8) 
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are deemed to be capable of pivoting between a raised position and a folded collapsed 
position. 

Specification 

7. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains legal 
phraseology such as "said" in lines 3 and 8 which should be avoided. Correction is 
required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Priority 

8. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Strand shows a spreader having a pivoting switching lever (12).
